The  signifuance  of  the  statement  on  the  Dan- 
si^  question  by  an  official  German  spokesman 
on  Friday  remains  to  be  seen  Because  of  Its 
contradictory  nature  it  is  difficult  to  Judge 
whether  the  message  was  one  of  peace,  as  the 
^,  i'.;esnmn  .nald  It  Was.  or  whether  It  should  be 
ngarded  as  a  warning  of  more  difficult  times 
ahead.  Hiere  was  a  suggestion  of  willingness  to 
conciliate  In  the  declaration  that  Herr  Hitler  was 
lUO  per  cent  for  peace  and  that  common  sense 
was  bound  to  prevail.  Against  this  there  was 
a  militant  note  In  the  a.s.sertlnn  that  Germany 
was  confident  Danzig  would  be  returned  to  the 
Reich  "without  eompromlae." 

It  Is  not  surprising  that  the  ftatrment  was 
received  In  Great  Britain  with  wme  skepticism 
In  some  quarters  it  wjis  seen  as  an  Invitation  to 
Great  hritaln  snd  France  to  bring  pressure  upon 
Poland  to  agree  to  German  demands.  As  War 
saw  hai  steaa lastly  refused  to  accede  to  these 
dcmimds,  any  pressure  might  be  regarded  as  a 
weakening  of  the  Anglo-Frendi -Polish  non- 
aggression  agreement.  This  would  be  a  victory 
for  Nail  ftrategy.  Poland  might  agree  to  some 
sort  of  a  compromise  If  it  did  not  Involve  her 
freedom  and  liberty  or  endanger  her  free  access 
to  tht  Baltte.

that  there  be  no  discrimination 
because  a  shipper  has  patrcMzed 
another  carrier  operating  a  direct 
line  from  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

Tlie  contracts  offered  by  members 
of  the  four  steamship  conferences 
obligate  a  shipper  to  dvs  the  con- 
ference members  his  export  busine.ss 
In  return  for  reduced  rates  of  about 
10  per  cent. 

Wisconsin,  Michigan.  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  through  their  attorney - 
generals,  assailed  the  contracts  as 
"unju.5tly  discriminatory,  unfair  and 
detrimental  to  the  commerce  <rf  the 
I'nited  States."

Harlow.  Recent  events  have  rudely  shat- 
tered the  belief  held  by  many  ttiat  the 
Jewish  problem  would  solve  Itself  merely 
by  the  pa.<;.saKe  of  time  In  all  countries 
anti-Spmltic  movements  are  fluurishii^{ 
like  the  green  bay  tree,  and  what  has 
happened  in  Cicrmany  and  Austria  may 
happen  elsewhere.  This  book  is  an  honest 
and  impartial  contribution  on  the  fcon- 
flirt  It  deals  with  the  prublrm  in  :i  novel 
way,  applyliiK  to  it  the  linditiKs  of  modern 
sociology  and  group  p.sycholofey.  This 
method  has  led  to  interesting  results 
which  are  at  variance  with  the  p<jpulaf 
iMllefs  of  both  Gentiles  and  Jews.  It  is 
cihown  that  anti-Semitism  Ls  not  a  passing 
phase,  but  is  Inherent  in  the  very  struc- 
ture of  society.

The  world -famou.s  Theatre  Royal,  Drury 
Lane,  still  po.s.ses.se.s  the  charter  granted 
by  Charles  II  in  1663  In  perlect  (ondi- 
t.i  !i.  it  IS  kr'pt  in  a  safe  at  a  bank  and  in- 
spected once  a  year.  The  theatre  built  in 
1674  was  designed  by  Sir  Christopher 
Wren,  and  tlm  whole'  of  the  present  stage 
and  back  of  the  theatre  stand  on  the 
Wren  foundations.  Parts  of  the  Interior 
s.till  resemble  the  original,  and  the  inner 
vestibule,  a  domed  rotunda.  Is  exactly  like 
the  original.  Mr.  Pope  s  family  has  been 
connected  With  Dhiry  Lane  for  nearly 
2nn  years

New 
Zealand,  ^itnother  is  at  Foynes,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Shannon,  in  Ireland 
And  the  third  is  located  at  Vancouver. 

When  completed,  the  alr-.statlon  at 
Auckland  will  be  the  New  Zealand  ter- 
minal of  the  new  Australia-New  2(ea1and 
air  lin'\  while  Uie  airport- at  Foynes.  Ire- 
land, has  been  described  as  "the  aerial 
gateway  of  the  North  Atlantic,"  seeing 
tliat  it  is  the  airport  to  and  from  which 
aircraft  will  operate  when  making  their 
rrossings  on  the  ocean  air-mall  which  is 
ti.  be  started  early  thVs  Summer,  and  which 
will  extend  from  Southampton  to  Mont- 
real .     •     — .  '

Of  the  sunny  valley,  broad  and  open,  with 
the  stream  murmuring  .softly  over  the 
pebbles.  Though  it  4a  past  midsummer, 
th«!r«  is  a  contlniious  flow,  the  water  crys- 
tal-clear bii'  colored  by  the  reneclions  of 
the  banks  and  bivshes  m  its  quiet  reaches. 
In  these  mirrors  the  surface  is  every  now 
and  then  broken  as  a  troutlei  .snap.s  at  a 
fly  or  makes  ^  little  leap  and  splash.  The 
stream  wanders  from  side  to  side,  first 
"tdfider  one  bank  and  then  under  the  other, 
-  and  the  projecting  roots  that  in  places 
reach  out  over  the  water,  making  shady 
retreats  for  the  larger  fish,  show  how 
Burrly  thouRh  .slowly  the  stream  goes  on 
Vkith  its  erosive  work. 
 This  winding  gravellybed  of  the  tivmr 


lies  between  bank.s  two  or« three  feet  high 
in  places,  and  when  the  flood  of  water 
flWi  WluUiB  WUilei  I  Ills  It  iiHiuiwgBa 
the  feeble  wail.s  and  may  even  spread  m 
times  ot  flood^over  the  adjacent  flats, 
Which  again  are  bordered  on  the  right  by 
cultivated  fiekl.s  at  a  hlKher  level  and  on 
the  left  by  the  steeper  slopes  of  a  cleared 
hillside. .  Along  the  banks  grow  willows  of 
the  species  known  as  the  Sitka  or  silky, 
with  an  occasional  black  willow.  It  is  the 
•silky  willow,  however,  that  glres  the  val- 
ley its  peculiar  aspect.  By^  the  water  s 
edge  the  willows  attain  a  goodly,  size,  fif- 
teen leei  or  more  in  height,  but  back  from 
the  stream  they  are  lower. 

Whether  you  ro  over,  under  or  through 
the  ancient  lence,  you  liiid  yourself  on 
the  other  side  among  willows,  while  the 
flrs  extend  their  branche.s  acros.s^the 
lence  like  neighbors  m  greeting.  And  to 
give,  as  it  were,  oral  expression  to  this 
leclinp.  three  or  fniir  chickadees  appear, 
displaying  iheir  little  antics  and  uttering 
their  cheerful  notes.  And  while  we  irr 
watching  them  "ur  uI.kmv.^  welcome 
friend,  the  Seattle  wren,  suddenly  emerges 
from  the  evergreen  cover.  Jerking  his  tail 
over  his  back,  and  as  full  of  nervous-  curi- 
oslty  as  ever. 

Songsters  on  the  Wing 

BUT  ftur  attention  Is  now  attracted  to- 
wards the  river  willows  where  two 
aongsters,  one  near,  the  other  distant,  are 
dl.splaying  their  musical  ability  Search 
Is  made  with  tlie  glasses  fur  the  singer 
whose  voice  comes  from  a  neighboring 
willow,  and  as  we  come  closer  he  .sud- 
denly flics  out  und  drops  among  some  low 
bushes  Just  ahead.  In  i^minute  or  two 
we  make  him  out,  but  off  he  is  a^ain:  and 
then  to  our  delight  he  flies  up  on  an  old 
stump  and  we_are  iA>ie  at  our  leisure  ta 
watch  him  as  he  po\irs  forth  his  song.  His 
dark  reddlsh-browii  cblor  and  '  dark- 
.  streaked  throat  with  central  spot  of  black 
mark  him  qut  as  a|  rusty  song-soarrow, 
and  we  shall  find  him  to  b'p  the  colpmon- 
est  felrd  among  the  willows  of  the  valley. 


To  render  his  song  we  find  quite  beyond 
our  poweEs.,-uaL  only  because  its  musical 
qualities  are  difficult  to  translate  into  thu^ 
phrases  of  our  tongue,  but  also  because 
of  the  quit*  xemarkable  amount  of  varia- 
tion in  the  songs  of  ft  tiniie  singer.  Wc 
fry  and  try  to  take  down  In  .some  intelli- 
gible form  the  swift  succession  of  notes 
from  the  vibrating  throat,  but  without' 
succe.ss.  It  seemed  usually  to  be^in  with 
a  sharp  "sch— schp,"  follpwed  by  some- 
thing like  "weeeheweeheweche,"  then  a 
trilling  "pr-r-r-r-r,"  and  for  an  endinta 
single  *  clnk." 

But  to  attempt  thus  to  analyze  and 
dissect  that  sweet  and  delightful  song  is. 
of  course,  like  tryint;  to  describe  physical 
beauty  in  terms  of  tht  di.s  cctlng  table  ot" 
the  laboratory.  The  music  ha.s  to  oc 
taken  In  connection  with  the  slnper  and 
hi*- environment,  elUier  by  actual  sight  or 
imaglRatlvely.  A  bird's  song  on  the  gram- 
ophone means  little  except  to  those  who 
have  heard  It  In  Nature  a(id  who  bring  to^ 
the  mechanical  rendering  the  impressions 
of  memory.  The  song  sparrow  must  be 
heard  as  we  hear  it  here  among  the 
willows  by  the  softly  murmuring  stream 
under  the  Summer  sky 

A  little  back  from  the  creek  bed  and 
the  willows  we  see  the  white-crowned 
sparrow  and  hear  his  song;  so  different 
and  yet  with  all  Its  brevity  and  repetition 
so  suggestive  of  our  Island  home  in  its 
open  spaces.  Years  ago  when  we  naed  to 
walk  aqro-ss  the  Songhecs  Reserve  between 
Victoria  West  and  the  old  bridge,  the  way 
in  Summer' was  enlivened  by  an  almost 
continuous  chnrtis  of  these  birds  singing 
one  aftcr~another  from  bush  after  bush. 
We  catch,  too.  a  good  sight  ofT  flycatcher, 
attracted  by  its  call-note,  "whi".'"  said 
very  quickly  and  "sharply,  with  the  '  v ' 
cut  ofl-at  the  end  distinctly.

Carpet  of  Soft  Billf 
tnat  IS  my  readers  and  I— are 
now  out  of  the  valley  proper.  We 

have  left  the  purling  stream,  crossed  the 
flood  plain  oh  the  left,  climbed  the  cedar 
Tentfe.  and  are  now  on  a  broad  hillside 
where  the  bedrock  outcrops  oc(  asionallv 
and  reddish  yellow  patches  of  soil  appear 
among  the  herbage,  with  its  mixture  of' 
native  plants  and  alien  one.s,  while  occa- 
sional bu.shes  of  willow  and  ocean -spray 
break  the  monotony  of  the  slope.  . 

At  one  i>lace  a  thicket  of  low  willows 
betrays  a  damp  hollpw  and  as  we  enter 
the  narrqw  confines  "of  the;  swale,  we  find 
ourselves  looking  at  a  sheet  of  that  soft 
pure  blue  we  associate  with  the  enamel  of 
the  jeweler.  It  Is  our  native  water  forget- 
ine-not.  Its  flowers  here  in  so  great  pro- 
fusion as  to  attract  the  most  inattentive 
tye.  With  it  is  the  marsh  speedwell,  with 
its  pale  lilac  flowerr  s&eaked  with  crim- 
son, and  the  small  yellow  ones  of  the 
lesser  spearwort,  while  around  the  border 
are  the  larger  golden  king-cups.  Clumps 
of  sedges,  some  with  stifT  Rrcen  pistillate 
spikes,  others  with  laxer  dark  ones,  vary 
the  little  scene  and  confirm  its  swampy 
character,  though  no  water  now  remains 
on  the  surface. 

Now  '  we  work  our  way  round  the 
shoulder  and  presently  come  in  sight  of  as 
pretty  a  little  lakelet  as  cfjuld  be  wished. 
Ihe  silence  is  broken  only  by  llie  distant 
song  of  birds.  Towering  in  front  above 
the  little  body  of  water  and  the  fringe  of 
forest  stands  a  great  wall  of  rock.  Its 
summit  almost  level.  Its  steep  slopes 
t)rnk('n  only  by  drav.ice  fissures  deepened 
by  the  Winter  strcjamlets,  or  by  the  few 
.scattered  firs  that  have  found  hefje  and 
tluro  a  foothold  i;n  .sonic  crevice  or  on 
.somcj ledge.  Belvufeen  the  base  of  the  islop- 
ing  Wall  and  the] trees  that  border  l[he  far 


side  of  the  lake  we  can  see  a  blue-grey, 
stretch  of  irregular  forest,  with  bare 
."••pire.^  of  dead  timber.  Ov<^rhrad  is  a  blue 
sky,  but  above  the  rock  wall  clouds  float 
from  the  West  and  break  with  their 
shadows  the  pale  reddish  purple  of  the 
weathered  lava.  The  face  ol  the  almost 
circular  lake  Is  changeable  enough  to  be 
a  type  of  Fortune,  now  rippled  by  a  faint 
breeze  to  catch  in  thousands  of  tiny  wave- 
lets the  tint  of  the  sky.  and  now  reflect- 
ing as  in  a  mirror  the  sombre  colors  oif 
the  forest;  or  by  combininc  both  eTTec's 
showmg  lines  of  silver  across  the  dark- 
ened mirror. 

Nor  does  the  mirror  lack  a  suitable 

frame.  A  fringe  of  yelUiw  pond  lilies  and 
their  green  pads  patterns  the  outer  edge. 
Next  comes  a  border  of  grieen  grasses  and' 
.vedgcs;  then  a  thicket  of  hardhack;' aind 
finally,  rounded  masses  of  willow  extend- 
ing back  against  the  coniferous  trees. 
Not  a  sign  of  human  habitation  breaks 
tlie  solitude  of  the  place:  not  a  swallow 
t.klms  the  water.  A  spirit  of  silence  and 
of  changcle.s.sness  .serins  to  brood  over  the 
ifpot,  except  for  the  play  of  the  wind  ujKm 
the  liquid  mirror.

HE  vegetation  has  suflered  severely 
from  fire,  and  is  only  re-establishing 

It.self  slowly.  Looking;  down  from  the 
highest  boss  of  rock  we  see  beyond  the 
lowest  what  was  once  a  lake  like  the  one 
we  have  Jtwt  left,  but  is  now  filled  from 
end  to  end  with  a  thicket  of  hardhack. 
Descendirig  to  it.  we  make'  our  way  Into 
the  dense  jungle,  waist-high  at  its  low- 
est and  shouldcr-hiKh  In  places.  The 
ground  IS  dump,  and  as  we  proceed  to- 
wards the  centre  we  come  upon  the 
swamp  gentian  seen  at  the  lake  border, 
but  hcxe  in  great  profusion  and  often 
much  larger.  Moreover,  some  o9  the  plants 
are  already  beginning  to  flower  and  we 
bring  away  two  specimens  for  the  admi- 
ration of  those  at  home. 
.  The  swamp  gentian's  flowers  are  u.Mially 
a  fic'p  blue,  these  of  our  hardhack 
j)Wainp  are  rather  lighter  than  u.^ual,  but 
a  clear  bright  blue  none  the  less,  without 
.my  suggrstion  of  purple,  as  in  so  many 
blue's.  The  length  in  out  two  specimens 
is  about  an  inch  and  a  half  and  the  width 
nearly  an  inch  Our  plant  compares  well 
with  other  gentians  from  the  mountains 
and  elsewhere,  which  we  cultivate  In  gar-

COMING  back  to  the  homestead,  wa 
descend  steeply  and  find  ourselves 
hack  at  that  "little  p.itch  of  cleared 
ground"  from  whicfl  we  made  our  entry 
upon  the  woodland  path.

Mossy  St.  John's  wort  displays  its 
tiny  deep  yellow  flowers  by  forget-me-nota 
and  lesser  ."ipearworts  The  latter  are 
quite  starlike  alongside  the  rosette  pat- 
tern of  the  cousin  buttercup,  the  klng-eup. 
The  pale  yellow  flowers  of  the  musk  shine 
out  against  the  shadowed  recesses  of  the. 
growth  where  field  and  thicket  meet.  A 
snake,  dark  green  with  stripes  f)f  gold, 
slips  of!  a  warm  mound  through  the 
grasses.  *

As  Its  name  signifies,  The  Economist  de« 
votes  Itself  to  finance  and  allied  topics  of 
special  Interest  in  "the  City."  It  was  not 
Always  as~exchi3tve  in  this  respect  as  It  is 
Kow;  it  carried  during  many  yean  >he 
liub-titlr  "A  Political,  Lltrrary  and  Gen- 
eral Newspaper," -wid  in  Its  early  days 
chronicled  the  movemente  of  the  Royal 
Family  and  by  no  means  dlsdainrd  to* 
report  murder  trials  when  the  murders 
were  particularly  ihocklnK.' 

But  The  Economist,  with  Its  pages  and 
pages  of  market  reports  and  stock  prircs. 
has  long  ceased  to  appeal  to  the  general 
reader.  Nevertheless,  once  in  a  very  long 
while,  il  will  startle  the  "City"  men  for 
Whom  alone  Jt  now  caters  with  a  distinct- 
ly humorous  article. 

The  present  editor  tai'.i.,  advantage  of 
the  occasion  torremlnd  his  readers  that 
the  chair  he  sits  in  is  known  as  '  Bagehot  i 
I  hair,"  and  has  been  so  known  ever  since 
WaU4?r  BaKthot,  the  second  to  hold  the" 
office,  died  m  liarne^^  in  1877. 


Bagehot  was  one  ol  those  Victorians  of 

whom  all  .-surviving  Victorians,  people  who 
date  bacic  to  the  era  and  who  are  soaked 
In  its  tnOUtions,  are  proud.  He  belonged 
to  a  (^rn'raMoii  of  ^i  Mi'  Matthew  Ar- 
nold. Ru^kiA  andX'arlyic  were  among  his 
contemporaries.  He  himself  wrote— two 
books  whicli  are  .still  quoted  as  authori- 
ties. "The  English  Constitution"  and 
"Lombard  Street."  and  his  "Physics  and 
Politics"  is  still  read. 

A  banker  by.  occupation,  he  was  prob- 
ably the  most  eminent  economist  of  his 
day.  and  people  bemused  by  the  nostrums 
of  currency  and  credit  quacks  weul4  do 
well  to  read  "Lombard  Street"  and  so 
obtain  a  sound  knowledge  of  the  priticl- 
ple.s,  of  public  Imancr  In  the.se  times,  too, 
when  false  political  prophets  want  to 
tinker  with  British  principles  of  gorem- 
nient,  BaKchnt's  '-Enfilish  Constitution" 
provides  a  wliolcsome  corrective  against 
apecious  reasoning. 

The  book  waS' first  published  more  than 
seventy  years  ago,  but  lus  exposition  of 
the  relations  between  the  Crowff.  the 
Executive,  Parliament  and  the  people  Is 
by  no  mrans  out  of  dale.  It  must,  hoW" 
ever,  be  read  m  the  light  of  one  Important 
omission,  ^agehot  takes  no  account  of 
the  influMicc'of  the  Civil  Service  in  thP 
government  of  the  country.  This  was 
because  In  those  days  that  Influence  was 
com|)arat  ivcly  ncKlic.lble.  He  wrote  before 
the  Civil  Service  was  reformed  and  when, 
as  John  Bright  put  It,  It  was  the  outdoor 
leiief 4  department  of  the  British  aristoc- 
racy. 

The  Civil  Servant  has  since  grown  so 
powerful  th.it  .MMue  years  ago  a  leadlhg 
■Mate.smaii  said  it  was  necessary  to*have 
Cabinet  Ministers  that  they  ^ight  tell  the 
Civil  Servant  what  the  public  won't  stand.

AS  The  Timee-remarked  on  the  Occa- 
sion of  the  centenary  of  Baj^ehot  .s 
death,  the  tlnec  books  named  above  per- 
haps constitute  for  most  people  his  chief 
claim  to  fame.  "And  indeed."  It  continues, 
'they  are 'almost  unparalleled  classics,  be- 
longing to  a  small  group  of  which  Sir 
Henry  Maine's  Ancient  Law'  is  the  pro- 
lot  ypc  .  .  .  Tlie.se  works  are  secure  in 
their  own  particular  .splicre." 

But.  as  The  Times  goes  on  to  point  out, 
Bagehot  was  al.so  a  literary  critic  of  the 
llrst  rank.  The  pity  ol  it  is  that  he  wrote 
ao  Uttl4  literary  criticism.  What  he  did 
write  is  contained  in  two  volumes,  "Esti- 
matloQs  in  Criticism,  'ithe  discovery  of 
which  aflrords  a  delightful  surprise  to 
those  who  have  heard  of  Bagehot  only 
Vaguely  as  an  economist  and  constitu- 
tional authority. 

One  open.s  Volume  1  and  the  aud.jcity 
ol  the  first  sentence,  beginning  an  essay 
on  Hartley  Coleridge,  the  poet  and 
dreamer  of  dreamers,  gives  one  a  foretaste 
<if  what  is  to  follow:  "Hartley  Coleridge 
was  not  like  the  Duke  of  Wellington." 
-  One  turns  to  another  chapter  to  be  told 
at  the  outset  that  '  for  the  KuRltsh.  after 
all,  the  best  literature  is  ihc  English." 
which  must  nave  iit.artlpri  rfadera  who  had 
heen  brouaht  up  to  believe  that  the  best 
lit^ature  lor  the  English  was  that  of  the 
ancient  Oreeks  and  Romanes. 

One  mlglit  iv^nlinui'.  lor  Bauehot  Is 
quotable  from  end  tu  end.  A  Unal  exam-:: 
])le  may  be  given  for  the  sake  nf  it*  local 
interest' to  British  Columbians.  Comment- 
ing ui  his  essay  on  Dickens  on 'the  wlde- 
fcprcad  populai'it.v  of  the  works  ol  the 
great  novelist,  he  writes: 

"They  are  read  with  admiring  apprc- 
cialiun  by  persons  of  the  highest  culture 
at  the  centre  of  civilisation-^  ^  they 
amuse,  and  are  fit  to  amusj.  the  roughest 
cottier  in  Vancouver's  island."    "  — —

pious  pilgrimage  to  the  authors  grave  iir 
Westminster  Abbey. 

Thi.s  took  place  the  other  day,  sixty-nine 
years  after  his  remains  had  been  laid  in 
Poets'  Comer.  The  Times  claims  credit 
for  having  led  the  way  in  bringing  about 
his  burial  there.  "Amon^^f  those  whose 
sacred  dust  lies  there,"  said  The  Times  ui 
1870.  when  the  great  Delane  initialed 
every  proof,  "or  who.sc  names  are  recorded 
on  the  walls,  very  few  are  more  worlliy 
than  Charles  Dickens  of  such  a  home. 
Fewer  still,  we  believe,  will  be  regarded 
with  more  honor  as  time  passes,  and  his 
greatneM  grows  upon  us." 

The  prophecy  made  in  June.  1870,  has 
been  fulfilled,  The  .Times,  observes  today. 
It  notes,  however,  that  Dlekens  himself 
had  ex:)ie.ssod  a  preference  for  buiial  »  Nt  - 
wherCk  in  the  sm,all  graveyard  under  the 
wall  of  Rochester  Castle,  of  in  the  country 
churchyard'  at.  Kenti.sh  C^obham.  or  at 
Shome.  Rochester  Cathedral  had  oHered 
him  a  resting  place  and  "Rochester 
Cathedral  knew  much  more  of  film  than 
Westminster  Abbey  .  .  But  the  claim 
of  the-Abbey  was  p.ii  amount." 

Law  on  Negligence 

♦HE  Law  Revision  Committee  has  just 
lilshed  a  report  on  the  law  of  con- 
tributory negligence  which,  sinde  Cana- 
dian law  and  British  law  on  this  subject 
are  much  alike,  will  be  of  interest  to  car 
^drivers,  and  to  the  people  ears  rUn  down, 
in  British  Columbia. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  no  branch 
of  the  law  is  more  difficult  than  the  law 
of  contributory  neRligcnce.  Up  to  a  point, 
jt  is  the  same  ffir  land  and  sea.  If  there 
"t»  no  contributory  negUgence,  the  victim 
of  an  accident  lectivt-s  cumpensatloix 
whether  -Hr-tt>kes  place  ashore  or  afloat. 

If,  however,  there  has  been  contributory 
neglKieiu  c.  at  sea,  tlu)  .X  limralty  Court, 
which  deals  with  cullislions  between  ships, 
m  jst  Weigh  the  negligence  on  both  sides 
and  apportion  the  de|gree  of ' inegligence 
shown;  by  each  of  the  two  shipa  assessing 
the  dimages  accordingly.  ] 
On  lahd  there  is  noTquestlonj  of  degrea 
of  contributory  nepliK*  lu  e  However  small 
the  contributory  negligence  of  the  plHint- 
ifl.  and  however  serious  the  negligence  of 
the  defendant,  the  latter  gets  off  SC0t-fr(^c. 
To  quote  a  commentator:  "One  per  cet^t 
negligence  in  the  plaintiff  and  99  per  cent 
neRllgencp  in  the  defendant  means  a  ver- 
dict lor  the  defendant  and  no  damages 
for  the  plaintiff. 

"IX,  for  example,  in  the  recent  Chelten- 
ham case,  in  which  a  driver  of  a  car  got 
three  •  years  for  manislaughter,  'it  was 
proved  in  a  subsequent  civil  action  thai 
the  dead  cyclist  could,  by  swerving  on  \o 
a  grass  verge,  have  avoided  the  car,  the^i 
the  common  law  rigidly,  administered 
might  result  in  a  verdict  for  the  defence 
—even  though  the  defendant  were  spend- 
ing ihree  years  in  penal  servitude  for 
criminal  netT!i^;ciirp  embodird  In  a  pecu^ 
llarly  shocking  act  of  manslaughter.

ForiJLt!?o  persons  or  more  are 
sued  Jointly  and  damagTs  are  rMfuvereU, 
the  damage.^;  will  be  given  against  both 
defendants  and  the  plaintifT  may  collect 
from  either  in  full  at  choice,  irrespective 
of  thP  relative  blame  attaching  'hem. 
The  defendants  are  known  legally  as  Joint 
tortfeasors.  -  ^

-libels  theH?rinters  of  a  Fascist  paper  had 
to  sit  idly  by  while  the  proprietors  of  the 
paper  ran  up  enormou.'?  cost<>  and  agcra- 
vated  the  damages  to  a  huge  figure.

It  used  to  be  the  law.  too.  that  where  a 
woman  was  sued  for  damage.';,  following, 
say,  an  auto  accident,  her  hu.sband  be- 
came a  joint  tortfeasor  and  equally  n^\e, 
though  nhe  might  be  wealffiy  and  he 
might  be  poor  This  anomaly  was  removed., 
by  a|t  a6t  passed  two  or  three  years  ago. 

Thf  Law  Revl.^lnn  Com  ml*  tee  rer 
mend|_tiutt  tht  commpn  law  should  be 


assimilated  to  Admiralty  law,  which  means 
that  If  two  motorists  damage  each  other's 

property  the  Jury  wlTT  be  asked  to  assess 
the  blame  and  state  their  answer  in  per- 
centage form,  70  per  cent  to  one  driver, 
say,  and  30  per  cent  to  another. 

Should  a  passenger  or  pedestrian  be  in- 
jured in  a  collision  between  two  cars  ui 
circumstances  of  contributory  negligence 
he  will  be  able,  a.s  now,  to  collect  the  full 
amount  from  either  of  the  two  drlvars. . 
But,  the  HoditlMWe  suggests,  the  man 
from  whom  the  injured  person  (  '  'i  > 
lull  sum  should,  without  lurther  action, 
be  able  to  collect  from  his  joint  tortfeasor 
the  percentage  of  the  damage  which  the 
jury  has  ordained,  a  right  which  at  pres- 
ent can  only  be  enforced  by  a  second  ac- 
tion to  establish  tt\e  proportions  of  the 
liability  the  joint  tortfeasors  should  bear 
respectively.

Duty  on  Profits 

THE  Hou.se  nf  Commons  seems  to  be 
taking  things  into  its  own  hands  a 
great  deal  this  .se.ssion.  The  Chancellor 
ol  the  E.xchequcr  has  already  had  to  .sur- 
render on  the  taxation  of  patent  medi- 
cines and  now  the  House  has  Insisted, 
against  the  deci.«;ion  of  the  Government, 
that  food  contracts  for  the  forces  and 
contracts  for  war-Ume  food  storage 
should  both  be  subject  to  the  new  aiina- 
ments  profits  duty. 

Mr.  Burgln,  Minister  of  Supply  desig- 
nate, said  that  food  was  an  article  which 
should  be  excluded  from  the  armaments 
profits  tax  on  the  ground  that  Its  manu- 
facture would  not  be  Increased  by  a  dt- 
fence  programme. 

This  brought  members  In  all  parties  to 
their  feet  in  strong  protest. 

What  about  the  big  profits  made  out 
of  jam  and  bully  beef  In  the  last  war, 
they  asked. 

Mr  Burgin,  faced  with  a  revolt  of  mem- 
bers on  his  own  side  of  the  House,  gave 
way  and  large-scale  food  profiteers,  if 
'  an,\ ,  w  ill  have  to  give  up  three-flfths  of 
their  exces.:>  gains  to  the  Treasury. 

But  the  Government  waa'  adamant  on 
the  Increased  tax  on  motor  cars.  althouRh 
100  CoiUMirvative  members  had  signed  an 
amendment  to  reduce  It  froih  16.25  to  |5 
per  hor.s(  power,  thus  halving  the  advance 
from  the  former  >3,75. 

The  attack  was  begun  with  a  motion 
to  exempt  cars  more  than  two  years  old 
from  the  increase,  and  much  play  was 
ijiadc  with  the  hardship  on  t^e  worklng- 
man^wbo  owned  a  cheap  car.  Mr.  Vernon- 
Bartlett.  the  well-known  Journalist,  who 
has  lately  attained  mcmbci-ship  of  the 
Commons  by  capturtng  a  Government 
.•^rat  at  a  by-election.  said  iije  had  driven 
his  own  car  for  twenty-live  j  ears  but  had 
never  had  a  new  car  in  his  life. 

But  Sir  Jwhn  Simon  stuck  to  his  guns 
and  when  the  vote  was  taicen  only  six 
conservatives  went  into  iht  lobby  With 
this  Opposition. 

Then  tanif  the  fight  over 'the  question 
Of  reducing  the  tax,  with  much  the  same 
result.  The  hundred  Conservatives  had 
nf>t  the  hardihood  to  vote  against  the 
Government  in  the  teeth  of  the  simple 
argument  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex-* 
chequer,  "I  mu.st  have  the  money  " 

Taxation,  in  fact,  occupied  almost  the 
-Whole  week.  On'  Friday,  however,  the 
Labor  Party  staged  it.s  grand  attack  on 
.  the  questloii  of  unemployment,  moving 
the  usual  sort  of  amendment,  namely, 
that  the  supply  granted  to  thp  MhHstrj^ 
of  Labor  be  reduced  by  $500.  - 

The  Government  was  accused  not  ordy 
of  dbmplacency  with  regard  to  the  present 
situation  respecting  unemployment,  but 
also  with  making  no  preparations  for 
taking  up  the  slack  when  the  armaments 
programme  was  completed  Arthur  Hen- 
derson, son  of  the  laTc  Labor  I-'oreign 
SecreUry,  asserted  that  UKUig  the  world 
a  a  whole.  20.000.00Q  people  were  now 
engaged  dlrectly.tr  Indirectly  in  the  pro- 
duction of  armaments  -ahd  drew  a  grave 
picture  of  what  wa,^  lik< ;  to  ensue  when 
this  mad  expenditure  ceased. 

But  the  Minlstrjrof  Labor  w«r«M«  to 
give  a'  good  account  of  Itself.  Stress  was 
laid  oh  the  big  reduction  in  the  number 
of  ttnempteyecTKring  t4i»  last  few  months  - 
and  on  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
employed  by-l .500,000  since  1929.  As  to 
labor  conditions,  th¥~worker8  were  today 
drawing  $100,000,000  more  in  liicreased 
wages  annually.  It  was  stated

The  rfmumuig  yo.UUU 
are  Indulging  in  day  excursions  whila  the 
holiday  lasts,  leaving  tlie  town  virtually 
empty,  except  fur  Uie  police  and  a  few 
officials.  Even  the  unerpployed  manage 
to  hnd  nKjney  for  pichlcs  awa^  from  the 
dingy  streets.

Garden  Appearance  May

ONK  of  those  unexciting  and  'undfa« 
nuitic  Harden  chores  often  neglected 
merely  from  oversight  is  the  support  of 
plants.  In  their  natural  habitats  malhy  of 

tho  plants  we  cultivate  in  our  parden.s 
grow  in  masses  and  support  each  other, 
or  are  found  in  woMlands  and  other  sheN 
tercd  plact ,  .  v.  i;i  ic  .Suniincr  wind  and 
rainstorms  do  not  have  the  same  oppor- 
tunity to  beat  ttiem  down  that  they  do  in 
our  floweit  Jxirders. 

The  artificial  supporting  of  plants  may, 
and  usually  doe.s.  result  in  much  uhsight- 
•  iiness.  But  it  need  not,  if  the  gardener 
will  but  give  the  subject  some  thought, 
Instead  of  using  the  routine  nicfhod.s  and 
the  more  or  less  standardized  materials 
.  that  he  iUids  ready  to  hand.  Chief  among,. 
the.se  materials  are  wooden  or  bamboo 
ctakes  which  —  for  some  reason  known 
only  to  manufacturers  and  the  Almighty 
are  pamlPd  or  dyed  .siiades  of  green  cnn- 
trastii\g  so  violently  witli  the  color  of 
plant  tollage3hat  theyjDOlgllLU  well' be 
red  or  yeUoWi-         •    - 

May  Be  Camouflaged  r 

"yVyrlTH  fairly  heavy  plants— such  as 

dahlias  or  delphiniums  —  wherx; 
rather  heavy  slakes  must  be  employed. 
.  they  can  be  fairly  successfully  camou- 
flaged by  repainting,  preferably  in  a  way 
to  give  an  inconspicuous  mottled  effect. 
For  many  plants  smalt  branches  or  twigs, 
in  their  natural  brown  color,  can  be  used, 
without  sdinn  or  other  tying  materials. 
Often  the  new  growth  of  the  plants  will 
Minn  hide  .such  supports  almost  complete- 
ly liom  notice. 

The  varlou.s  types  of  wire  .supports 
ovuiliible  (.in  be  treated  to  make  them 
less  conspicuous  than  they  usually  are, 
but  of  even  more  importance  la  to  put 
tl.em  in  po.sition  .soon  nmuKh  for  the 
plants  to  grow  into  <ir  over  them  in 'a 
natural  way.

HOT  weather  calls  for  special  treat- 
ment in  the  garden.  It  is  then  that 
the  skill  of  thie  gardiener  counts.  80  long 
a.s  the  rains  are  plentiful  and  niRhts  coo!, 
but,)iot  too  cool,  flowers  and  vegetables 
will  go  aihead  with  very  Uttie  assistance^ 
but  in  hot  weather  troubles  multiply. 

Growth  slows  up  and  insect  attacks 
grow  worse.  Even  if  rains  continue,  hot 
weather  Is  always  dry,  b^ause  the  heat 
evaporates  an  enormous  amount  of  water. 
Cultivation  becomes  vital,  not  only  to  cut 
down  the  weeds  which- are 'Competing  witli 
the  crops  for  subterranean  water  and  food, 
but  to  create  a  dust  mulch,  which  will 
prevent  evaporation  from  the  surface  of 
the  .soil  and  con.serve  it  for  the  plants. 

It  is  now  thai  tiie.  application  of  plant 
food  becomes  Important  for  stimulating 
the  growth  of  plant."t  which  otherwise 
would  be  inclined  to  sulk.  Insect  attaclcs 
should  be  dealt  with  upon  their  first 
appearance,  since  the  warm  weather  not 
only  increases  the  numbers  of  the  Insects 
but  diminishes  the  reslstanoe  of  the 
plants. 

Apply  Ample  Wafer 

'Vir^lIIIiE  a  garden. can.be  Irrigated,  the 
•  cdmplalnt  Is  often  heard  that  water 
does  not  seem  to  do  marh  good,  and  the~ 

reason  usually  giVen  is  that  tlie  water  Is 
cold.  But  if  the  water  is  applied  in  a  spxay 
which  i^  broken  up  Into  fine  particles  it  li| 
warmed  by  the  air  sufnciently  to  over-j 
come  the  objection.  It  is  probable  that- 
the  reason  for  disappointment  In  lrrlga| 
tion,  as  a  rule.  Is  npt^cold  water  but  In^ 
sufncient  water. 

The  extent  of  evafMratlon  during  <hot 
weather  calls  for  an  extraordinary  amount 
of  water  to  balance  the  supply  available 
for  the  plants.  The  amount  possible  to 
apply  by  the  ordinary  g.irdcn  hose  is  m- 
sufllcient,  and  is  made  less  effective  when 
sprayed  through  the  air.  It  Is  advisable, 
then,  that  even  with  cold  water.  If  the 
amount  that  can  be  used  Is  limited.  It'be 
allowed  to  run  in  shallow  trenches  or 
applieid  directly  to  the  soil  rather  than 
sprayed. 

Instead  of  trying  to  water  the  entire 
gardep  on  the  same  day,  or  evening,  rnn- 
centrate  on  one  portion,  and  give  it  a 
thnrttugh  soaking,  at  least  a  foot  down. 

''.I  '  rtay.  try  another  part.  Such  a  .snak- 
ing should  last  a  week,  a^d  the  water  will 
not  be  cold  very  long.

The  History  qf  the  Apple 
Is  Still  in  the  Making 


THE  apple  Is.  an  ancient  and  honor- 
able fruit.  According  to  historians,  it 
originated  In  the  neighborhood  of 
Persia  which  i  i  <  n  id' p d  by  many 
authorities  to  be  the  cradle  of  tlie  human 
race.  At  the  present  time  there  are  many 
forests  of  apple  trees  in  Turkestan.  The 
fruits  on  individual  trees  In  these  forests\ 
are  said  by  traveler^  to  be  of  large  slxe.and, 
superior  quality.  - 

There  are  .several  species  of  apples  na- 
tive to  America,  says  R.  C.  Palmer,  Superin- 
tendent, Dominion  Experlmetltal  Btatlon, 
Summerland,  BC\  but.  the  commercial 
varieties  are  derived  from  European  or 
Asiatic  ancestors.  The  early  settlers  who 
came  across  the  Atlantic  and  colonized 
the  New  England  states,  brouglit  apple 
seeds  with  them.  From  these  seeds  sever- 
al of  the  present-day  North  American 
varieties  developed.  Thus,  the  origuial 
Newtown  tn  »  ^rew  near  a  swamp  on  Long 
Island,  the  Jonathan  originated  on  a  farm 
In  New  York  state,  and  the  flrst  Mcln- 
to.sh  occurred  as  a  chance  seedling  on  the 
Mclnto.sh  home.striid  in  Ontario. 

In  the  Joi\athai^-iH}gar  and  acid  are 
combined  In  the  proper  proportions  to 
suit  Ihe.  English  palate  Accordingly,  this 
variety  Is  .very  popular  on  .the.  English 
market.  It  Is  satisfactory  for^both  dessert 
and  culinary  purpo.se.s.  Unfortunately, 
however,  the  Jonathan  is  subject  to  inter- 
nal breakdown  which  necessitates  excep- 
tlutUil  care  In  harvesting. 

The  Newtown  can  also  used  for  both 
fresh  consumptiofi'  and  cooking.  Further- 
more, it  has  a  long  storage  life.  How- 
jever,  it  is  not  an  exceptionally  heavy 
bearer.  _    .  | 

Tllu.^.  there  is  room  for  improvement  in 
eacli  of  the  important  commercial  varie- 
ties. With  this  fact  [in  mind,  an  apple 
bMTdniK'  project  was  started  at.  the  .Sum-' 
merland  Station  in  1925.  Hand-poilenizcd 
cro.s5e9  were  made  witn  a  view  to  produc- 
itiK  new  .vrrc!lini;.s  combininu  desirable 
ctiaracters  of  some  of  our  comhierclal  va- 
rieties without  these  defects.  Over  a  thou- 
.sand  seedliiiRS  have  now  reached  bearing 
age.  Several  (of  these  are  sufficiently 
promising  to  justify  further  trial.  If  only 
or.e  of  the.'^e  seedliiiRS  po.s.'^c.s' r>,  ch.u  .k  ti  r- 
i^tics  which  cau.se  it  to  become  an  impor- 
tant Commercial  variety  this  project  wil^ 
have  been  fully  Justified. 


certain  desirable  characteristics  and  also 
certain  defects.  Thus,  the  Mcintosh  is 
deservedly  popular  on  account  of  hardl- 
ne.s.s,  productivity  of  tree,  and  excellence 
of  the  fruit.  Unfortunately,  the  same 
brittle  texture  which  makes  this  variety 
attractive  to  the  inilate,  rendeps  it  readily 
susceptible  to  stem  punctures.  Further- 
more, It  does  not  keep  -as  long  as  could  be~ 
desired.   

The  Delicious  Is  an  exceptionally  hand- 
•some  apple  and  when  eaten  in  its  prime, 
It  is  just  as  Rood  as  it  looks.  When  kept 
at  high  temperatures,  however,  this  vari- 
ety soon  becomes  overripe,  developing  a 
mealy  texture  and  insipid  flavor.  Delici- 
ous contains  a  relative  small  amount  of 
acid  which  renders  It  unsuitable  for  culin- 
ary puri)oees.

The  experience  in  all  apple 
growing  areas  of  the  world  Is  that  old 
rieties  eventually  give  place  to  new 
ones.  If  Okanagan  orchardists  are  to 
maintain  their  reputation  as  growers  of 
fine  apples,  they  >must  produce-new  and 
better  varlet1e.<«.  , 

The  history  of  the  Delicious  varirty  !.<« 
puticularly  interesting.  Apples  do  not^ 
propagate  true  seed  form,  so  that  In  order 
to  secure  a  number  Of  trees  of  any  partic- 
ular ?aflety  it  is  necessary  to  resort  to 
budding  or  grafting.  With  tins  in  nund. 
a  nur.seryn.,iii  budded  a  larce  number  of 
seedlings  to  the  Yellow  Bellflower  variety. 
On  one  of  these  seedlings  the  bud  failed 
to  take.  The  young  seedling  sent  up  a 
Strong  shoot,  hpwever,  and  so  was  planted 
put  In  a  commercial  orchard.  This  tree 
produced  fruit  of  unique  shape  and  re- 
markably high  quality.  All  propagating 
TTghts  were  sold  to  Slarks  Nursery  who 
christened  the  new  variety  ■Delicious*' 
and  distributed  It  in  tens  of  thousands 
all  over  the  wnrkJ 

Such  varieties  as  Mclnto.sh.  D*»Jiciouy, 
Jonathan  and  NV»fown  grow  to  perfec- 
tion in  the  okan.iRan  Valley  of  British 
Columbia.    Each  of  these  varieties  has

This  new  'pea  Is  Winter  resisting  and  a 
lieavy  yielder,  the  vim.;  ui  'Wing  to  six 
or.  seven  feet  high  with  many  pods  well 
filled  with  sweet,  juicy  peas.  It  is  feit 
that  this  newly  developed  pea  will  be  an 
acquisition  to  the  farmers  of  Vancouver 
Island,  who  on  account  of  the  .short  pas- 
ture season  will  have  to  rely  more  and 
more  on  silos  and  .soiluiK  crops 

Fifteen  hundred  pounds  of  molasses 
was  mixed  with  the  silage  by  means  of  a 
P'  rpi  attachment  that  put  it  into  the 
blower  direct,  and  mixed  It  with  the  silage 
as  It  wa.s  blown  into  the  silo.

Methods  of  Controlling 
Household  Pests 

AMONG  the  inquiries  for  information 
oh  hoiisehold  insects  received  by  the 
Division  of  Entomolopy  of  the  Sclcivc 
tjervice.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Otta- 
wa, probably  the  most  numerous  relate  to 
such  common  pests  as  ants,  cockroaches, 
silverfish.  clothes  moths,  carpet  beetles, 
house  flies  and  bedbugs.  Ants  are  partic- 
ularly annoying  In  kitchens  and  pantries 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  where  they  are 
attracted  by  foodstuffs,  especially  sweet 
and  fatty  substances.  Cockroaches  and 
.«ilverfish  may  be  troublesome  all  the  year 
round,  the  former  feeduig  upon  practi- 
cally all  kinds  of  foodstuffs,  and  the  latter 
preferring  materials  containing  starch 
and  glue.  J'hese  three  kinds  of  insects 
can  be  controlled  by  the  same  Insecticides, 
nanuly.  by  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
sodium  fluoride  and  pyrethrum  powder, 
or  by  the  first-named  Insecticide  alone. 
The  powder,  which  is  a  poLson  and  should 
be  used  with  caution  on  that  account,  may 
be  applied  with  a  small  dust  gun  or  in- 
secticide puffer,  blowing  it  into  the  cracjcs 
and  crevices  where  the  in.sects  occur  ahd 
111  otlier  places  which  they  frequent. 

Care  and  Forethought 

THE  prevention  of  damage  by  clpthcs 
moths  and  carpet  beetles  Is  less  slm- 
ple  and  requires  care  and  forethought. 
Clothing  and  other  articles  Which  the.se 
insects  attack,  when  no  longer  in  use, 
should  be  brushed  and  beaten  i^gd  put 
away  in  wrll-madr  trunks  or  boxes,  or 
motli  bags,  together  with  a  generous  sup- 
ply of  naphthalene  flakes,  about  a  pound 
to  each  trunk,  and  .several  ounces  to  each 
bag.  Places  which  may  harbor  the  insecU 
such  as  floor  cracks,  baseboards,  furnace 
air  shafts,  etc.,  should  be  cleaned  put  at 
Intervals.  When  available,  a'  vacuum 
cleaner  is  useful  for  this  purpose  and  also 
for  preventing  damage  to  nigs  and  uphol- 
.stered  furniture 

House  flics,  whicli  breed  in  filth,  such  as 
manure  and  garbage,  become  numerous 
with  the  arriv.'il  of  warm  weather  Owing 
U)  tlieir  structure  and  habits,  these  insects 
are  important  disease  carriers.  Oontrol  la 
most  efTectivc  when  conducted  on  a  com- 
munity scale,  including  the  incineration  of 
garbage  and  the  proper  treatment  and 
dispo>al  of  manure.  J)  >  .i;,<i  >  .i.rii.  A.s 
ol  dwellings  skould  be  .screened,  and  flies 
that  find  their  way  into  houses  shoukt  be 
jiroinpCy  destroyed  by  fly  swatters,  sticky 
fly  paper,  poisoned  fly  pads  or  pyrethsum 
fly  spray.

Selection  Plots  and  the 
Control  of  ^ease^ 
In  Strawberries  ■ 

THE  wide  adoption  of  the  strawberry 
■variety  Britisli  Sovereign  lias  result- 
ed in  the  elimination  of^mych  disease' in' 
British  Columbia  strawberry  culture,  .says 
William  Newton,  ofllcer-in-cliaryc,  Labor- 
atory of  Plant  Pathology,  Saanlchnm,' 
BC  Without  a  continuous  selection  pro- 
gramme, this  variety  will  soon  toUow  tlie 
older  varieties  into  the  dlseardr  heap.  Al- 
ready virus-infected  plants  arc  being 
found  iu-many  plantations,  and  since, 
viruses  can  be  transmitted  from  plant  to 
plant  by  the  .s4rawberry  aphids,  it  follows 
that  without_crilical,  systemaiIc~selectlon, 
this  variety  may  In  time  become  unpro- 
ductive. '  :  ^-^  .  

The  growers  are  urKcd  to  e.stabli.vh  se- 
lection plots.  Already  strains  as  produc- 
tive as  the  original  British  Sovereign  of 
ten  yc^^s  ago  have  been  isttluted.  A  few 
growers  still  retain  the  mistaken  idea  tliut 
the  strawberry  plants  offered  for  sale  are 
all  practically  identical;  this  may  be  true 
is  regard  to  variety.  btA  is  certainly  not 
the  case  from  the  health  standpoint,  if 
a  grower  has  not  the  time  to  establish  his 
own  selection  plot,  the  least  he  can  do  is 
"  to  secure  htypiantt'ng  stock  from  a  grower 
who  has  slock  he  knows  is  sound,  uniform 
In  appearance  and  productive.  Any  evi- 
-dettce  ot  yellowmg,  mottle  ot  i-rinkie  is 
auggestive  of  virus  disease. 

A  fwv  Fra.ser  Valley  growers,  unable  to 
find  a  ready  source  of  certified  plants  m 
rBritish^Columbla,  are  finding  tliat  It  pays 
io  Import  annually  aii  their  planting  stock 
from  the  State  of  Washington. 

In  addition  to  mosaic  and  crinkle,  there 
has  appeared  within  The -4ast  few  years 
consl,derable  root  ret:  The  viuinu.s  types 
of  rbo(  rots  of  strawberries  are  iuwering 
yields  to  a  marked  degree,  both  on  Van- 
couver Island  and  in  the  Fraser  Valley. 
The  only  practical  control  of  root  rut  la 
to  plant  stoek  that  is  free  from  black  or 
darkened  roots.  In  mo.sl  plantiiin  slocks 
some  of  the  root  tips  are  ofien  dark,  but 
if  the  discoloring  extends  throughout  the 
length  of  the  root  into  the  crown,  audi 
stock  Is  unfit  to  plant. 

A  few  careful  growers  are  washing  the 
roots  of  their  planting  stoek  to  make 
sure  that  only  sound  plants  are  estab- 
lished. .  Already-certain  areas  have  beea 
found  unfit  ior  the  production  of  stk-aw- 
berry  plants,  due  to  the  general  occur- 
rence of  strawberry  root  rots.  In  "cecetit 
times  a  pink  root  rot  has  been  observett.

Tliat  is  the  black,  dusty  part  of 
the  soot   Sulphate  of  ammonia  M  an*

The  carbon  is  very  absf)rb(nt,  and  as 
the  sulphate  of  ammonia  ascends  the 
chimney  it  is  ^aken  up  by  ttip  carbon. 
Thus  soot  is  a  form  of  sulphate  of  am- 
monia. Actually  there  is'  about  S.2  per 
cent  in  the  average  .sample, 
.  There  are  other  sulphurous  p(inipounda 
too.  They,  however,  are  a  little  pungent 
and  harmful.  That  Is  tlie  reason  why  you 
cannot  use  soot  slraiglit  from  the  chim- 
ney. It  must  be  stored  in  a  cool,  dry  place 
for  two  monthv 

At  tiie  end  of  that  period  It  is  said  to  be 
weathered,  meaning  that  the  harmful 
sulphurous  compounds  have  evaporated. 
The  sulphate  of  ammonia,  however,  re- 
mains behind. 

A  Soil  WaVflficr 

TN  addition  to  its  fertilizing  properties, 
.soot  Is  a  soil  warmer  In  common  with 
all  black  substances,  it  absorbs  and  re- 
tains heat.  That  is  a  point  of  practical 
value,  especially  tn  the  colder  part  of  tha 
year.  i 

You~see.  therefore,  that  soot  is  well 
worth  sav;i;tr  If  you  apply  a  light  rtre.i- 
sing  to  all  kinds  of  seedlings  tks  soon  as 
they  come  through,  It  will  eapedtte  thatt 

development.

certahily  fall.  With  the  defeat  of  Britain, 
world  civilisation  and  sanity  would  be  In 
an  invidious  position  To  crush  Britain 
would  mean  to  crush  democracy;  to  crush 
.deii)ioc;raey  would  be  the  loss  of  tl^  rights 
Riven  to  man.  Britain  always  has  and 
always  shall  stand  fur  what  is  Just  and 
honorable. 

Therefore  if  would  be  wise  for  Canada 
to  remain  pan  of  the  Empire  for  her  own 
proteetlpn.

Who  does  not  glory  in  the 
descriptions  of  Hawked  battle  in  the  Tem- 
pest and  Abouklr  when  the  French  Ad- 
miral blew  up?

Dickens  Among^His  Dogs 

JAMES  T.  Fields,  in  his  delightful  '  Yes- 
terdsys  With  Authors,"  descri^j  Tils 
experiences  as   a   guest   of  Charles 
Dickens  at  Oadshil^,  and  gives  ua  this  In- 
sight to  Dickens'  love  of  animals: 

Lunch  over,  we  were  taken  round  to  see 
the  dogs,  and  Dickens  gave  us  a  rapid 
biographical  account  of  eacfr  as  we  made 
arqu.iintance  w  itli  th.e  whole  "color  y  Cjne 
old  fellow  .  .  .  raised  himself  up  and 
laid  his  great  black  head  aaalnct  bickehs' 
breast  as  if  he  loved  him.

_  The  Marvelous  Hum- 
_  ming-Bird 

MR.  Archibald  Rutledge,  an  Ainerlcan 
student  of  bird  life,  gives  some  inter- 
esting facts  in  his  writings  about  the  hum- 
ming-bird, the  tiniest  of  all  bhrds.'  . 

He  points  out  that  it  is  the  only  bird 
which  can  fly  straight  up  or  down,  side- 
ways and  backwards.  In  spite  of  its  small 
size,  certain  varieties  of  the  humming-bird 
fly  from  the  tropics  far  into  Canada,  a  dis- 
tance of  many  thousands  of  miles,  at  a 
sp^  of  nearly  a  mile  a  minute,  and  can 
fly  as  many  as  600  miles  without  a  rest,  as 
v.'hen  they  are  crossing  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
for  instance*- 

In  .spite  of  their  diminutive,  size,  hum- 
mUig-birds  will  fight  birds  of  any  sire, 
even  tackling  crows  and  hawks.  Their 
weapon  Is  their  needle-like  bill,  with  which 
they  are  said  to  attack  the  eyes  of  their 
-fees;  and  Mr.  Rutledge  declares  they  always 
succeed  in  driving  the  other  birds  away. 

One  day,  when  Mr  Rutledpe  wns  observ- 
ii.g  .some  humming  birds,  a  ureat  bald 
eagle^  passed  low  overhead.  Instantly  one. 
ol  the  humming-birds  .sper!  after  It.  Just 
what  it  did  coMid  not  be  seen  at  that  dis- 
tance, but  the  eagle  suddenly  swerved 
upward,  dodged  clumsily,  and  than  beat  a 
hasty  retreat.  4 

Mr.  Rutledge,  who  has  observed  hum- 

n.iiiM  birds  for  over  forty  years,  tells  us 
that  they  visit  fifty  kinds  of  flowers  at 
least,  from  which  they  sip  the  nectar  or 
;.  •,  Re<i -colored  fiowers  are  ttieir 
favorites,  but  he  has  trained  them  to  feed 
from  ordinary  tesl-tubes  wrapped  in  red 
paper  and  flhed  with  a  thin  .lyrup  of  equal 
parts  of  water  and  sugar,  previously  boiled 
for  five  minutes. 

The  humming-bird  lays  Just  two  eggs, 

which  are  snow  white  and  about  the  size 
ol  peas.  The  young  hatch  oi4t  in  fifteen 
days,  and  three  weeks  later  they  test  their 
wings  while  standing  on  the  edge-,  of  their 
nest,  and  start  to  fiy  immediately.— From 
The  Children's  Newspaper.

.system  IS  for  human  be'ings.  The 
lines  and  markin-js  onl  the  nose 
do  not  appea;-  to  alter!  through- 
out the  life  of  a  greyhound,  and 
.so  far  we  have  not  i-ome  acro.ss 
a  ca.se  of  two  greyhounds  with 
Identical  or  even  almost  Identi- 
cal noseprints. 

One  minor  dilliculty  only  has 
presented  itself,  the  nose  of  grey- 
hounds being  an  moist  that 
print.s  taken  in  the  ordinary  way 
■are  liable  to  be  blurred.  We 
therefore  u.se  an  absorbent  roller 
to  dry  the  nose,  and  in  this  way 
w(  can  now  obtain  very  clear 
punts.".
